cyclone of blunders that has followed

The City's Free Hospital* and DUpenwrlM 


—The Groat Work Tbey Do. 


In but few of the great cities of the 


world is there better provision made 
than in New York for the relief of the 
sick and the needy. Dispensaries, hos- 
pitals, and infirmaries, which are 
mainly free to the poor, abound in the 
city, and the amount of money ex- 
pended in their support ifcns up to 
millions of dollars a year. Bellevue 
hospital is the largest of the municipal 
institutions of its kind and it is cer- 
tainly one of the most serviceable. 
There are special hospitals for eye, 
ear and throat affections, for the crip- 
pled and ruptured, for children and 
women, for the aged and infirm, for 
colored patients, for surgical oases, for 
contagious diseases, and for mater- 
nity cases, in short, for all afflicted 
•people. There are institutions sup- 
ported by Catholic, "by Protestant, and 
by Jewish beneficence. There are a 
number of hospitals where the homoeo- 
pathic system of medicine is prac- 
ticed, and which are fortunate in the 
possession of large funds. Then the 
free dispensaries render service to hun- 
dreds of thousands of the people of 
New York every year. 


There are plenty of physicians who 


complain that the provision made here 
for gratuitous medical service is far 
more extensive than it ought to be. 
They say it "cuts into private prac- 
tice" and is taken advantage of by 
some people who are able to pay their 
doctors. They say, also, that on ac- 
count of- it they have often to reduce 
their fees to patients, who would 
rather seek helg_at a dispensary or hos- 
pital than pay heavy bills for attend- 
ance at home. The reply to these 
complaints of the faculty is that-the 
great majority of the sick people who 
go to public institutions are certainly 
unable to 
meet the charges or- 


dinarily made for private medical 
care, and would be subjected to un- 
necessary suffering if provision for 
their relief was not made by benevo- 
lent men and woroe~n.—N. V. Sun.' 


Poor Democracy. 


No intelligent man, no matter to what 


political party he belongs, would care to 
argue that the trial of the Democratic 
party in power has not proven its abso- 
lute stupidity and disability to carry on 
the affairs of the government. The party 
has been a superlative failure and a dis- 
grace to the nation in the presence of 
the nations of the world.

good idea to have a change, to bring 
about a change, and by their .votes ad- 
ded to regular Democratic vote the gov- 
ernment, in its executive and legislative 
branches, were placed in the hands of 
the Democratic party, and when the re- 
sult became known the air was resonant 
with tue howls of the victors including 
thousands of workingmen who had voted 
the ticket, which meant voting their jobs 
away to workingmen in Europe.

STILL UNCERTAIN. 


The Fate of the Long-Pending 


Tariff Bill 


COXTIIUES i HITTER OF GREAT DODBT 


' 
Which May or May Not be Solved by 


f the House Democratic Caucus To- 


Day—Riots and Counterplots 


by the Two Houses. 


WABHJSOTOK. Ang l».—The week 


Just ended left the tariff bill han<rir>g 
in midair. What its, condition yjjll be 
by the time the present week is endod 
the most sanguine politician will not 
predict. There is a strong hope, how- 
ever, that the time for action has ar- 
rived, and that the long and exceed- 
ingly tiresome struggle ig about to 
cease. The situation has been clear to 
some exteht, for there has not been a 
question of choice between flic senate 
bill and the Wilson bill and between 
the senate bill and the McKinlev Jan. 


The action of the senate on Satur- 


day ife going into executive ses<,um to 
shut off tarifl fit-bate was accomplished 
only by a tie vote, and that was reached 
by the votes of the two Louisiana sen- 
ators who, the day before, voted on a 
similar question in the opposition di- 
rection. 


Mr Stuart, on that side of the cham- 


ber, despite the entreaties of his col- 
leagues, refused to remain, and as the 
clerk began to call the roll, left the 
chamber without a pair being pro- 
vided. 


At the conference of the conserva- 


tives and the steering committee of 
the democrats on Saturday the opinion 
was general that the Hill resolution 
•would pass by a good majority if. 
a rote is taken, and it was" be- 
lieved then that a vote would be 
reached to-morrow afternoon. 
One 


of the conferees on the part of the sen- 
ate said this afternoon that if the sen- 
ate passed that resolution the con- 
ferees would certainly bring in a dis- 
agreeing report and t!«t senate would 
hold that it had the bill before it sub- 
ject to its action. As to what that ac- 
tion will be there U no similarity of 
views. The democrats and republi- 
cans alike now admit that if the bill 
gets before t^ie senate again it will be 
defeated. 


Democrats who want to see some 


sort of a tariff bill passed by this con- 
gress look to the house for their politi- 
cal salvation, and the situation now 
appears to be a race for time. The 
house, in caucus, will be urged to take 
up the senate bill and accept it as it 
came from that body and thus end the 
struggle, some of the democratic au- 
thorities on parliamentary law main- 
taining that this can be done legally, 
although the bill is now in conference; 
that at least its show of legality would 
be as good as that contemplated by the 
senators demanding- a disagreeing re- 
port on the bill, so that they may kill 


' it. The action of the house caucus is 


therefore fraught with much impor- 
tance to the future of the tariff bill. 


No business of any kind can be done 


in the senate until this tangle is un- 


i ravelled, for there appears to be enough 
t votes to keep this matter before the 


senate a certain number of hours each 
day. It is said that by to-morrow it 
will be proved to the Louisiana sen- 
ators that they cannot get the bounty, 
which it is asserted the house con- 
ferees have promised them, and that 
as soon as they know this they' will 
again vote as they did before on all mo- 
tions intended to defeat the bill. 


The debate in the senate on Mr. 


Hill's resolution will begin promptly 
after some routine morning business 
to-morrow, and when it will end can- 
not be foretold. Leading democrats 
who are leagued with the administra- 
tion in this issue say that there will 
not be any effort at 
filibustering 
against it. 


The only item of business arranged 


lor the house this week is not, strictly 
speaking, house business at all, bnt is 
of general importance and value, be- 
cause of its possible effect upon the 
business of the house.

Htetory of the Fsntbeoa, Which Ww

The Pantheon, in which the remains 


of the late President Carnot are en-1 
tombed, was originally the church of, 
8te. Genevleve. Its religious uses were' 
abolished and its name changed during! 
the revolution of 1789; restored by Louis] 
XVIII., and again secularized by pres-, 
idential decree of May 24, 1885. Clovis, 
the founder of the French monarchy! 
(467-511), built a church on it near the, 
spot to St. Peter and St. Paul, which 
afterward became-a celebrated ^bbey, 
where Ste. Genevieve, the patron saint; 
of Paris, was buried in 512. The pres- 
ent edifice was suggested to Louis XV. 
by his mistress, Mme. de Pompadour, 
and the first stone was laid by that' 
sweet-scented king. September 0, 1704. 
The church was intended to.bc a repro- 
duction on a small scale of St Peter's 
at Rome, and the cost of construction 
was met by the proceeds of a royal lot- 
tery. The plan is a (ircek cross, three 
hundred and two feet in length by two 
hundred and fifty-five transverse- The 
portico, approached by eleven steps, 
accupying the entire breadth, presents 
i front of six fluted Corinthian col- 
umns, sixty feet in height by six in 
diameter, which with sixteen internal 
ones, support a triangular pediment 
»ne hundred and twenty-nine feet wide 
by twenty-two feet high. This pedi- 
ment ^contains an elaborate sculpture 
relief representing France dispensing 
donors to some of her greatest men. 
The dome is sixty-six feet in diameter 
ind from the pavement to the top is 
two hundred and sixty-eight feet. The 
Interior of the church is very beautiful 
fn its design and decorations, some of 
the frescoes being the work of famous 
artists and especially fine. 


That part to the purposes pf which 


the building is now dedicated is be- 
neath, where are located a large num- 
ber of vaults constructed of immense 
i>tones laid together withonf mortar or 
cement of any kind. Among the nota- 
ble people lodged here are SouSSot. the 
architect of the church; Lagrange. the 
mathematician; Marshal Lannes, duke 
of Montebello; Carnot, Napoleon's 
minister of war and grandfather of the 
dead president; Jean Paul Marat, whom 
Charlotte Corday righteously slew in 
1793, had a place here for a few years 
and (then his corpse was dragged out 
and thrown into a neighboring sen QJT 
Mirabeau was interred here with great 
pomp in 1791, but his dust wa& after- 
Ward removed—no one knows where. 
Voltaire, interred 
the same year, 


shared the same fate. His heart, it 
seems, had been given to his niece, 
Mine. Denis, who bequeathed it to a 
friend. When, in 1864, it was proposed 
to place it with the rest of the body, 
the sarcophagus in the pantheon was 
opened—and found empty. The decree 
of 1885, mentioned above, was issued 
shortly after the decease of Victor 
Hugo, and reads as follows: Article 1. 
iThe Pantheon restored to its original 
and legal destination 
The remains of 


great men who have merited national 
'gratitude will be deposited there 
^Article 2. The above provisions are 
applicable to citizens to whom a law 
shall have decreed a national funeral. 
A decree of the president of the repub- 
lic shall order the transportation of 
their remains to the Pantheon.—St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch.

"bears" and "cats" really killed have 
always appeared to me to strangely re- 
semble does and fawns. It is far better' 
to leave weapons at home than to run1 
the risk of being tempted to join a na- 
tive in that miserable business, "float- 
ing," or "jacking."—Outing.

Among the many duties of the bonne* 


wife there is one which is absolutely 
negated. Bedsteads and their furni- 
ture rarely receive all the attention re- 
quired tor insuring health and perfect 
cleanliness. In some houses beds are 
instinctively left to be attended to at 
the traditional "spring cleaning," or 
the mistaken notion that, as the mat- 
tresses are turned, the bed clothes re- 
moved every da.y, ete, there is hardly 
any possibility for the accumulation 
of such an amount of dirt and dust as 
might be uncomfortable or injurious. 


The query has been made, Is this 


spring cleaning inevitable? Is it neces- 
sary to make a whole household 
wretched and uncomfortable by con- 
densing into one or two weeks the 
cleanings and scrubbings which would 
be far more satisfactory and effectual 
if carried out in an imperceptible man- 
ner week by week, or month by month, 
as occasion requires'' 
' 


The iron bedstead has advantages 


over the older woodent one; but both 
can be kept in perfect order with a 
minimum amount of attention, pro- 
vided this be given regularly. 


The former harbor dust more than 


one realizes, as can easily be seen by 
lifting the laths where they cross one 
another; these little nests, and every 
corner should by dusted with a brush 
at.intervals, and not unless this pre- 
caution be taken can anyone boast of 
cleanliness. 
' 


The main enemies arc dust, damp, 


and moth, lirnshiug must be extend- 
ed to the mattresses, which harbor 
dirt all along the edges, and especially 
wherever a button is fixed. 


A good plan is to tie a thick piece of 


cloth all over the laths, under the mat- 
tresses. This serves a double purpose; 
it helps to keep the bedding clean and 
saves much wear, as the sharp irons 
cut into the mattresses and often cause 
ironmold. 


A loose holland cover over the mat- 


tress', made to button tidily at one end, 
also goes-a long way tow ard keeping it 
clean. This can be washed and changed 
as often as need be without much, 
trouble or expense. 


Our grandmothers (who mostly used 


feather beds) used to remake them at 
very regular intervals, one room in the 
house being devoted to the purpose, 
the* ladies of the family, with their, 
heads tied up, themselves directing the 
operations of upholstress and m%ids. 


The feather bed is almost a thing of 


the past, and, alas! individual atten- 
tion to such puerile matters is almost 
beneath the consideration of many 
housekeepers of the present day. 


If the mattress, pillow or featherbed 


•only need freshening, and space is not, 
too limited, the operation can be per- 
formed at home. Unpick the ticking, 
remove the flock of feathers, pick them 
all over thoroughly, and expose them 
for twenty-four hours to the sun and 
the air. 


If this process should be necessary 


during the cold weather, light a large 
fire in a dry,'airy room (which flre, by 
the way, must be carefully screened, 
as the least draught might cause the 
feathers to fly about, and accidents 
happen only too quickly. 


The contents of pillows can easily be 


baked in a large oven, but where 
feather beds are concerned it would be 
an endless matter. 


The neatest way to put up valances 


is to run them on to a narrow wooden 
lath fixed or merely laid on th» bed- 
stead itself under the paillasse. 


The old-fashioned heavy counter- 


panes, which seemed e sential to 
every householder's hap lini-is, are go- 
ing out of use, chiefly p>/haps because 
they are so difficult to keep clean,, 
troublesome to wash at home (unless, 
there is a great deal of space), and very 
boon ruined by the average laundress 
who does not forget to charge for "get- 
ting them up." 


If any unwelcome visitors should 


make their appearance in wooden 
frames, they are difficult to treat, on' 
account of the chinks in the wood; 
nitric acid, however, soon disposes of 
the most obstinate cases. 


Benzine collas is a splendid cleansing 


substance for iron; when, however, this 
may be considered too expensive, pure 
paraffine issrnuyit efficient substitute, 
though it requires a good deal of airing 
to obviate its unpleasant smell, which 
is the greatest objection to its general 
use.—The Queen.
